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FOUR MAIN FACTORS OF THR GROWTH PROBLEM

The "Four Main Factors of the Growth Problem" is Chapter Three from his 
book The Scholar and the Future of Research Libraries, pblished in 19h). As 
in the case of Chapter One - "Growth of Americar Research Libraries," it is 

reprinted here (in condensed form) for the i) formation of the Faculty inter- 
ested in the research attributes of a university library, 


The library growth problem is a problem, of course, primarily because it 
costs money, a treat deal of money. Every volume added to a library involves 
it in so :wch additional expense, This added expense divides itself into four 
main ports: 1. acquisitional cost (i.e., the original purchise cost of the books 
and periodicals which the library acquires, together with the expense involved in 
acquiring them); 2. physical preparation for use (i.e., binding in those cases 
| where bindiny is required, plus certain other minor accessory operations such as 
platine, backestrip marking, pize cutting, etc.), 3. bibliographical preparation 
| (iee., what we call cataloging}; and 4. storace (i.e., the shelving end mainten- 
ance of material after iv has been prepared for use), 


To gain a rovush idea of the relative importance of these four main categories 
of cost, the fizures of the Wesleyan University Library*, nay be informetive, They 
are (average per volume): 1, acquisitional cost $.953 2. binding (and all minor 
physical preparation) cost 3.40; 3, cataloging cost $1.05; hh. storage cost 
(Capitalized) 9.753 or a total, per volume, cost of $3.15, 4s averages, these 
figures re reasonably trustworthy, Of course all of them will vary somewhat as 
between this particular library and any other; but it is probable that, if cost 
figures were available for our hundred largest research libraries, their averages 
would agree ‘airly closely with those just quoted, 


lost laymen, if they had never seen any ficures of library cost, ‘ould probabl; 
think that "purchase cost" was the main expense incurred in adding 2 book to a 
library, That it is not the above figures make clear, There are several reasons 
why; but by far the most important snc is that a large proportion of the books whick 
a rescarch library receives it cts gratis, Over the last twelve years “esleyan, 
for exsinple, added, on the average, abovt sixteen thousand volumes a year, 


#One of the few research librarics which has attempted exact cost rccounting, 
and the only one which, in its cost figures, has included overhead as well as 
direct costs, and has kept its costs uvor a long extended period, 


Of these it bought only about four thousand, And, of these four thousand, only a 
little over half were books which it bought in the ordinary sense of the word, Th 
other half were books which it obtained by binding up periodicals which it had sub 
scribed for, Besides the four thousand books which it bought, the Wesleyan librar 
received, on the average, seven thousand volumes a year as gifts from its alumni, 
about a thousand volumes by exchange with other librarics, and four thousznd volur 
as gifts from other sources, viz. the documents of all sorts of government bodies, 
the reports and bulletins of associations and institutions, the transactions of 
learned societies, the publications of colleges and universiticsy frec material 
sent out by commercial firms etc., etc. The 2,200 "books" which it bonreht cost 
it on the average slightly over {2,90 each. The 1,800 volumes of periodicals 
which it "bought" cost it (that is their subscription cost onlyy not their bind= 
ing) slightly over $4.90 each. It is when these two purchase costs are averaged 
with the cost of the twelve thousand volumes that it received free that we arrive 
at its net average purchase-cost of ninety-five cents a volume, 


Over the original cost of such of his materials as he has to buy the libraria 
has only a rclatively slight measure of control, He may try to spend his book 
funds cconomically; and most librarians do. But he has to buy in an open market, 
in which prices have, for a varicty of reasons and with only very minor and very 
transicnt declines, risen steadily for many years, Books and periodical prices de 
pend mainly on manufacturing costs; and, in book manufacturing, by far the largest 
Single factor is labor, Since printing wages in this country have advanced over 
150% in the last thirty years, nothing that the librarian could do prevented a cor. 
relative rise in the cost of the books th2t he bought. 


Binding costs f2ll into somewhat the same category as book purchase costSe 
Over them, as such, the librarian has little control. A few libraries operate 
their own binderics; but this is almost always done for scrvice reasons, rathcr 
than with any expectation that it will reduce binding cost. Both binding labor 
and binding matcrials have risen greatly during the last three decades; and bindin; 
costs have, of necessity, risen correspondingly. In Wesleyan's bindery--for 
Wesleyan happens to be one of the libraries which docs operate its own bindery== 
the cost of binding, average per volume, was around 91,50, This is 2 rather high 
per=volume figure=-duc to the fact that Wesleyan's binding consists vory largely 
of the binding up of periodicals, a relatively expensive sort. (But this fact is 
equally true of other research librarics,) That Wesleyan's actual average binding 
cost is only twenty-five cents a volume is due to the fact that it is called upon 
to bind only one hook out of cvery six that it acquires, The rest come in already 
bound, (Minor physical "processing" costs, which are here included in "binding" 
--work which has to be done on all books, whether they come in bound or not--add 
the other fiftecn cents per volumce) 


When wo come to the third category of library cost, cataloging, we come to the 
one over which more ink has been spilt than over any other, To the layman 
cataloging is an esoteric, and indeed an almost inexplicabic, process, He reads 
such figures as those cited above=-$.95 as the average purchase cost of a library 
book, and $1,05 as the average cost of cataloging it--and is profoundly puzzled. 
Somehow this relationship doesn't seem right. Some librarians have been known to 
advocate throwing out certain books, or certain whole classes of books, for no 
reason whatever except that "it would cost so much tomtalog them," This docs 
sound 2 little curious, docsn't it? What these librarians were really saying was 
this: "We advocate depriving the users of our library of all opportunity to use 
certain rarely used books; and wo advocate this because the machinery which we 
have devised to make thcir use of books casier has become to complicated, and so 
expensive, that we cannot afford to apply it to the books in question."

It should also be emphasized, before we go further, that the fact that our pr 
sent cataloging costs are over a dollar a volume is not the fnrult of our cataloger 
They do the work they are called upon to do with far more than average’ efficicncy, 
Laymen are very for afield indeed when they conceive of cataloging as being nothi 
but a copying off of title pages on cards, If that were all that it is, it wouldr 
cost a dollar a volum to do ite Also there would be no cataloging profession, 

In practice the cataloging of many of the most innocuous looking of books bristle 
with very genuine bibliographical difficulties. Any one doubting this statement 
has only to glance over a few pages of the last edition of the official "Catalog- 
ing Code." The result would probably be the acquirement of a new respect for 
cataloging and catalogers, é 


Vic now come to the fourth factor in library growth cost, book storage, It 
doesn't bulk as large in dollars and cunts as some of the others; but it is the 
most spectacular, for it is here that doubling every sixteen years becomes tangibl 
and visible. Yet, of all the four factors of cost, storage has always a peared, 
to both librarians and administrators, as the most nearly irreducible one, To 
say that, in some way or another, cataloging cost can be reduced sounds plausible. 
It sounds at least theoretically possible in some way to cut bindiny cost. Sut 
book storage cost is something else again, A book is a very solid bit of substanc 
It takes up definite room on a shelf, and it isn't compressible, Nor cmany 
particular economy be effected by providing storage on 2 mass production basis, fo 
two books of the same size take just twice as much space is one, That is why 
possible savings in storage cost have not yet received the study they deserve,

In irthur Koestler's familiar terms, the ood of the "yori" or 
contemplative thinker who believes in chanze from within must be supplemented 
by that of the aggressive "comnissar" who understands social forces and the 
changes they effect from without, 

Third, the college must be sure that its teaching males sense to a gence 
ration disquieted by the tragic choices it confronts, Our students are troubl- 
ed not only by the threat of destruction that hangs over the heads of all of 
us, but also by the new type of decision forced on them by the responsibili- 
tics of power, They must be convinced of the influence th=t reason can wield,

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FACULTY“LIBRARY COOPERATION 


"The library is the hub of the university."" We believe this frequently heard 
expression is true, But when one speaks of a hub, one is speaking of only one 
part of a wheel, The hub alone can do nothing, If the library is the hub, the 
faculty must be the spokes and the students the rim, In a whecl, if 211 of the 
spokes do not function properly, the entire whcel is weakened, As an oxample, 
should all of the spokes in the lower half of the wheel be stronr, 2nd th: upper 
portion weak or missing, the wheel will stand, but it will collapse if it trics 
to move. The library alone can do little to reach the students, Faculty coopera- 
tion is a must. The library is anxious to promote zood use of the material avai- 
lable, but requires the help of the faculty in the followins ways:

United Nations, etc, knevourage students to ask at the Kefercernee Desk for 
additional information, 


Make syro matcrial is in the library before making an assign:acnt, 


Give full information for identification of material, to save staff and 
students much timc. Example: A reference to a USDA publication 111 is 


not sufficicnt, as there are cleven types of USDA publications «iven that 
number. 


6, Encourage students to use indexes and abstracts, “lost students have 
heard of the Readerst Gide, but few realize how many others exist. 


Belov is a list of 2 few subject fields, with some of the indexes and abstracts 


which »sy be used for cach, Naturally the particular phase of the subject will 
deteriains the type of index to be used,

The University Library has purchased from the Yale University Library a four- 
sheet, hand=colored collotype reproduction of a unique manuscript map of the Ame- 
rican West by William Clark of the Historic Lewis and Clark Expedition of 180-06, 
It represents the sum of western knowledge around 1812 and is the first authorita- 
tive map of the West. It is extremely detailed, It measures anproximately two 
and one-half by four feet.

4 STATEMENT ON LIRNARY WEEDING 


For the guidance of the faculty the following outline may prove helpful in maintai: 
ing a live, active book collection, 


I, Removal of materials no longer necded, 


A. Removal of worn-out or incomplete books and pamphlcts, This process 

is primarily the Fesponstbriity of the library staff, Ncvertholess, 
it is perfectly in order for faculty members to call to the attentin 
of licrarians books which are worn out, which have lost pages or sec 
tions, or which require binding or repair, especially if the book is 
unusable without repair. 


Be Removal of obsolet. miterial. It is here thet the faculty member, 
working in his ovm fic.d of specirlization, can be much :nore effec- 
tive at weedirg then librariens, Faculty members know readily which 
books are so obsolete and out-of-date as to be undesirable for class- 
room or research use, They should sean the collection with particu- 

lar care for obsoicscence, 


C, Unnecessary duplication. Occasionally a work which, when new, is us 
so frequently a as to recuire numerous copies, later is superseded by 
more w--to-date puolicstions, or by titles vreferred by a new instrix 
tor, he duplicated copies then stand unused 9n stack shelves, It ? 
especialiy desiratic that the number of unused duplicates be reduced. 
but the aze and up-to-dateness of the work must be considered in 

order that the weeding may not bo too drastic, A useful book, tem=- 

porarily unused, may be wanted again if not old or obsolcscent, 


IIe Substitution of later works or editions for older ones still in use, 


Wwe are circulnr ting many books at the vresent time which have been super= 
seded by lator cditions that the library coes not have, Sometimes revisions 
in the new editions arc minor, ard there is little use in sc. curing thems in 
other cases the revision represer.ts a distinct improvement, and advance in 
accuracy, scope, and up-to-dnteness, The library necds the advice of the fa- 
ons as to whether old editions wm our shelves are inaderuate, and due for 
replacement, cither by later editions of the sume work, or by otucr titles 
which bring the subject up to date, 


III. Checking coverage and filling saps in teaching ficlds, 


Faculty assistance will also be greatly appreciated by the library in 
checking field raps. are there segments of the field whicn are inadequately 

covered by the library's holdings in that field? Are there gaps which must bc 
closed before the book collection can be considered acequate for the field in 
which the instructor is checking? What and wnere are these zaps? 


The Library cagerly irvites members of the faculty to scrutinize carefully the Li- 
brary's holdings in their subject “ields and to submit checklists of matcri2ls 
which are required to close gaps or to strengthen the collections

ATTENTION, >LFASE, 


Many faculty members receive from book dealers, or occasionally from the uni= ° 
versity library, catalogs of second-hand books, in which they find listed various 
books thet they wish to heve the librory purchise, ‘Whenever possible, request 
cards for books selected from such catalogs should be channeled to the library 
imnediately; usually the dezler has only one copy of the desired book, .nd every 
hour of delay decreases the library's chances of obtaining the book. 


If the dealer's catalog is not returned to the library by faculty members whe 
regquostin, titles, then the name of the dealcr, number of his catalog, and item 
numbers of the books should appear on the request cards, It is through these no= 
tations that the library stiff identifies a rush order from a secondeh:nd dealer's 
catealoge The data cited arc also needed in processing the order itself, 


AN AID TO #8SKARCH 


The Libriry recently purchased a portable copying devise called the Contoura 
for library and faculty usee The Contoura will copy anything written, printed, or 
drawn in any color of ink, pencil, or crayon, Even a tightly=bound bool, with 
printing close to the binding, can be copied casily. 


A sheet of Contoura photographic paper is »>laced over the area which is to be 
copied from the oage of a-book, a letter or other document. The Contoura is place 
on the sheet and pressed down slightly, the switch is turned "on" and "“off"-= and 
the exposure is made, Contoura photo copies will retain their clarity and legibi-e 
lity even after repeated hendling. Properly processed they will lst indefinitely, 
Reference notes may be made directly on the photocopy with pencil, ink, or tyne= 
writer, and light pencil notations my be made on the back of the sper before the 
exposure is token.
